Quitters  delight  in  newest  aid

When  faculty  member  Adrienne 
Lundy,  37,  a  pack-a-day  smoker  from 
Fitchburg  State  College,  was  diagnosed 
last  November  with  a  malignant  tumor 
on  her  right  arm,  she  knew  she  had  to 
kick  the  habit.  But  like  many  longtime 
smokers,  Lundy  found  quitting  to  be 
much  harder  than  expected. 

"Gums,  patches,  hypnosis — you 
name  it,  I  tried  it,"  said  Lundy,  a 
Marlboro  smoker  for  21  years. 
"Nothing  worked — until  my  doctor  told 
me  about  a  new  product  called 
Nicarest." 

Lundy  is  not  alone.  To  date,  more 
than  two  million  American  smokers 
have  tried  Nicarest,  a  specially  treated 
nicotine  stick  which,  when  lit  and 
inhaled,  is  said  to  completely  curb  a 
person's  craving  for  cigarettes. 
Manufactured  by  QuitLabs,  a  Winston- 
Salem,  NC,  pharmaceutical  company, 
Nicarest  is  made  of  processed  tobacco 
by-products  and  medicated  with  care- 
fully calculated  doses  of  nicotine  and 
antibiotic  "tar."  Nicarest  has  won  the 
endorsement  of  the  Surgeon  General, 
American  Cancer  Society  and 
American  Medical  Association,  and  has 
quickly  become  the  most  popular  stop- 
smoking  aid  on  the  market. 

"Whenever  I  get  the  urge  for  a  ciga- 
rette, I  just  head  for  Nicarest  Country 
instead,"  said  Doug  Luedtke,  20,  a  FSC 
junior.  According  to  Doug,  "quitting 
just  wouldn't  have  been  possible  with- 
out Nicarest.  I  tried  to  stop  a  couple  of 
weeks  ago,  cold  turkey.  I  was  itching 
for  that  cool  smooth  rich  flavor  in  a  half 
a  day.  And  the  patch!  Give  me  a  break.

"By  doubling  the  nicotine  dosage  in 
Nicarest,"  Randle  continued,  "we 
removed  any  biochemical  reason  for  a 
smoker  to  fall  back  on  cigarette  depen- 
dency. But  smokers  aren't  just  accus- 
tomed to  nicotine.  They're  also  accus- 
tomed to  the  visual,  tactile,  oral,  and 
even  psychological  sensations  of  hav- 
ing a  small  lit  cylinder  of  tobacco  in 
their  mouths.  That's  what  Nicarest 
gives  them.

Sales  continue  to  skyrocket  as 
increasing  numbers  of  smokers  aban- 
don their  cigarettes  for  Nicarest.  The 
long-familiar  "smokers'  corners,"  such 
as  the  glass  doors  in  front  of  the 
Hammond  Bulding  are  rapidly  disap- 
pearing, as  smokers  calm  their  cravings 
with  Nicarest  wherever  they  may  be, 
since  Nicarests  are  permitted  in  areas 
off-limits  to  regular  smokers. 

"Whenever  and  wherever  I  get  the 
urge — at  the  movies,  at  work,  in  a 
restaurant — I  can  inhale  Nicarest's 
robust,  satisfying  medication  and  calm 
my  body's  urges,"  said  Carolyn  Mattes, 
a  Fitchburg  High  School  senior.  "This 
is  way  better  than  cigarettes,  because 
you  can  smoke  them  anywhere  and 
they  help  you  to  quit!"

"My  baby's  not  going  to  grow  up  in 
a  house  filled  with  harmful  cigarette 
smoke,"  said  Lundy,  who  plans  to  start 
her  daughter  on  Nicarests  as  a  preven- 
tative measure  as  soon  as  she  turns  16, 
the  age  at  which  Lundy  started  to 
smoke.

When  these  results  were  presented  to 
a  special  research  team,  they  were  able 
to  calculate  that  the  above  criteria 
effectively  eliminate  over  99  percent  of 
FSC  males  from  females'  considera- 
tion. The  surveyors  would  like  to  apol- 
ogize for  the  small  representation  given 
in  their  survey,  and  would  like  to  warn 
that  it  may  not  be  an  accurate  depiction 
of  all  females  at  Fitchburg  State.  In  this 
same  vein  they  would  like  to  thank  the 
200  respondents,  who  were  the  only 
girls  on  campus  they  could  get  to  speak 
to  them. 


Survey  #2:  In  light  of  the  alarming 
increase  in  road  rage  and  poor  driving  as 
of  late,  the  Point  last  week  posed  a  series 
of  questions  to  1,000  randomly  selected 
Fitchburg  drivers.  Again,  the  results  were 
not  surprising. 

75  percent  of  respondents  said  that 
they  thought  stop  signs  were  only  "sug- 
gestions." 60  percent  could  not  recall 
how  many  different  signals  there  were  on 
a  traffic  light.  The  other  40  percent  knew 
that  the  answer  was  three,  but  did  not 
know  what  the  signals  meant.  30  percent 
of  these  people  did  state  though  that  the 
lights,  "sher  are  purty  colors." 

80  percent  proudly  responded  that 
they  had  blocked  off  one  lane  of  traffic  at 
least  once  in  the  last  week.

The  remain- 
ing 10  percent  had  recently  lost  their  car 
in  a  drug  deal  gone  bad,  or  from  a  poor 
bet  on  monster  truck  racing.  50  percent 
of  respondents  stated  that  they  had  man- 
aged to  block  off  both  lanes  of  traffic  for 
at  least  ten  minutes.  20  percent  of  these 
drivers  received  severe  threats  or  beat- 
ings from  shotgun-wielding  New  Jersey 
drivers  who  were  found  to  be  drunk  from 
a  combination  of  gasoline  and  nyquil. 

95  percent  said  that  a  person  who 
waved  at  them  in  the  last  week  had  fin- 
gers missing  from  their  hand.  60  percent 
stated  that  their  car  had  quit  on  them 
while  trying  to  make  it  up  one  of 
Fitchburg's  various  hills.  5  percent  actu- 


ally bothered  to  move  it.  Of  the  55  per- 
cent who  did  not  move  their  car,  30  per- 
cent called  a  tow-truck  service  to  move  it 
for  them.  20  percent  stated  that  the  car 
was  then  removed,  while  the  other  10 
percent  were  forced  to  look  on  helpless- 
ly as  the  tow-truck  drivers  junked  their 
car  out  and  hawked  the  parts  out  to  pass- 
er-byers  and  pedestrians. 

70  percent  said  they  had  aggravated 
other  drivers  by  letting  a  pedestrian  cross 
the  street.  30  percent  chose  to  take  their 
chances  hitting  the  pedestrian.  All  30 
percent  claimed  they  did  this  uninten- 
tionally. Of  the  29.5  percent  who  failed 
the  subsequent  lie-detector  test,  1  percent 
claimed  they  had  mistaken  the  pedestrian 
for  an  orange  crossing  barrel. 
Coincidentally,  it  was  later  found  that  the 
other  28.5  percent  thought  their  victim 
was  one  of  their  in-laws  or  a  Fitchburg 
City  Official. 

90  percent  said  they  have  intentional- 
ly tried  to  outrun  a  police  officer.
